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Extracts from the. report of the Secretary of the Interior relative to the Colurn- 
Inan Institution for the Deef and Dumb and, the Blind. 

Tills institution was organized in 1857. The immher of pupils at the close 
of the first year was hut seventeen. At the close of the last fiscal year the 
number was thirty-five. The whole resources of the institution amount to but 
$8,126 19, of which .§6,425 91 was appropriated by Congress. With such 
limited means but sra.all results could be expected; but from the great liberality 
of the lion. Amo.s Kendall, president of the board of directors, and his watchful 
care of the interests of the institution, much good has been accomplished. 

The means of the institution have not been sulficicnt for the instruction of the 
pupils in horticulture, agriculture, and the mechanic arts. Instruction in these 
branches of industry is important, to prepare them to earn their owm sub¬ 
sistence. 

Additional appropriations to furnish the institutiou with the means to supply 
this deficiency in the instruction of the pupils are asked for by the board of 
directors, and arc recommended to the favorable consideration of Coiigre.ss. 

The buildings now ocenpit'd do not afford the ncct'.ssary space and accommo¬ 
dations for the number of puiiils who now occupy them. An appropriation is 
asked for by the board of directors to make some addition,? which arc greatly 
needed, and wliicli I ho])c wall be favorably considered.

Washinoton, November 5, 1861. . 

Siu: Ill compliance with the acta of Congreas incorporating and providing 
for the snpjinrt of tliis institution, I have tlio lionor to report it.s operations for 
the year ending on the first day of July last. 

Ifor detailed information toucliing the immediate management of the institu¬ 
tion and the progress of the pupils, I beg leave to refer to the report of the Su¬ 
perintendent, hereto annexed, marked A., and the report of the examining com¬ 
mittee, marked 15. 

The treasurer’s report, marked 0., shows the .source.s of income and the receipts 


for the last year, viz : 

From jirivatc subscriptions. $400 00 

From the United States, per act of Congress of the IGtli Feb¬ 
ruary, 1S57, tor maiutcuauce and tuition of indigent pupils.. 3,425 94 

From the same, under the act of May 29, 1858, for salaries and

The same report shows that the whole amount received has been drawn from 
the treasury upon the, drafts of the president, and (in his absence) the secretary 
in favor of the gu))crintendent. 

The superintendent’s account, attached to bis report, marked 1, shows for what 
objects the moneys drawn by him have been exjiended, and the balance on hand, 
amounting to $128 28. 

’rreasurer’s report, marked C., shows the receijits of the institution from the 
fund derived from “Washington’s Manual Labor School and Male Orphan So¬ 
ciety,’’ applicable to the promotion of manual labor by the deaf and dumb and 
the'blind, amounting to $023 48. As the institution has not the buildings in 
which it can teach mechanical tradi'S, nor the grounds on which it can teach 
horticnlturc and agriculture, it is proposed to invest the moneys derived from 
this fund until these doticicncics can be sujiplied. 

During the year ])ast eight pupils h.ave been admitted into the institution and 
three have left, leaving the number on the. 1st day of .Inly last thirty-five, and 
showing an increase of five during the year’. Their names and residences are 
given in paper marked 2, annexed to the superintendent’s report. 
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Since June 30 there liiivc been three admissions into the institution anil one 
dismissal, so that the entire number under instruction is now thirty-seven. 

At the end of the first yc.ar of its existence, July, 1858, the number of pupils 
in this institution was seventeen; at the end of the second year, twenty; at the 
end of the third year, thirty; and at the end of tlu; fourth year, ihirty-jive ; with 
the addition of two since and a prospect of further increase. 

It thus appears that the troubles of the country have as yet had no sensible 
effect on tlio progress of this bcnevoh,-nt in.stitution, and it is devoutly hoped that 
its claims may not be forgotten amidst the excitements of war and the clash of 
arms. 

I cannot refrairt from inviting .special attention to the specimens of composi¬ 
tion by some of the older pupils .attached to the report of the examining com¬ 
mittee. There is a beauty about them seldom, if ever, cqitalled by children of 
the same ages with all their senses, after many more years of faithful iiustruction. 
They constitute the highest testimonial to the fidelity of our superintendent and 
teachers. 

Eut it is sad to reflect that, although the institution can do so much to improve 
the minds of its juipil.s, it can do .so little on account of want of shojis and ground 
to accustom the boys to manual labor, .and iit th(>m for earning a living when 
they leave the institution. Cannot the government even now devote a few thou¬ 
sand dollars to this ohject ? v 

I ought not to close without ])aying a just trihnto to onr superintendent. To 
his judgment and skill in the selection of teachers, the diseiplinc of the pupils 
and general management, the institution is mainly indebted for the bigli rank it 
has .already attained among tlie benevolent institutions of this and other lands. 

To the llev. Dr. Samson and J. 1’. Ingle, csip, onr thanks arc due for their 
laborious and searching examination of tlie pupils of tlie institution .at the end of 
the last summer term.

REl’OET OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

To the president and directors oj' the Columhia Institution for the Instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind. 

Genti.emen: Since tlic elute of my last annual report to yon, the perio(l.s of 
instruction and vacation have succeeded each other, as directed in your regula¬ 
tions ; and althougli at one time ajipreliensions were entertained that tin: difficul¬ 
ties of the country might compel ua to suspend our operations, and scatter our 
pupils, a kind Providence interposed in our hchalf, a7id we arc still jun-inittcd to 
punsiic our peaceful avocations, with none to molest or make us afraid. 

The admissions to the institution during the year ending June 30, 18G1, were 
eight; three pupils left us, and the number enrolled at the close of the year was 
thirty-live. Since June 30 three chihb'oi have been admitted and one dismissed. 
The number of piipils connected with the in.stitutioii since the date of my la.st 
report is forty-one. 

Deaf mute.s, males, 19 ■; female,s, 1C—total 35. Blind, males, 3; fcmalc.s, 
3—total C. 

During the greater jiortion of the year the health of the pupils has been good. 
But in the months of January and February di.sea,scs of the throat and lungs 
prevailed to a con.sidcrablo extent. Three severe cases of pncuinonia, two of 
idourisy, and ten of catarrhal fever were iindcr treatinont at one time. Fortu¬ 
nately no case terminated fatally, and in a few weeks all were apparently re,stored 
to perfect health. 

The respicetive classe.s have made sati.sfactory advance in their variou,s studic,s, 
and were exaTiiined at the close of the year by the committee app)ointed by you 
for that pjurposc. 

I would call your attention to the fact that the specimens of composition ap¬ 
pended to the re])ort of the examiners were, in every instance, written by those 
who were either born deaf or bccanu! so before acquiring the least knowledge of 
language. I make special numtion of this because I liave observed in some 
roprorts of examination of deaf mutes very beautifully wj-itten cxcrci.sD,s, p)ur- 
pgrting to have been pn-epared by pupils who had been deaf from infancy; 
whereas, in fact, the writer.s had gained a more or less comp)lctc knowledge of 
language before losing their hearing. i 

To publish these iluent essays without a word of explanation as to the character 
of their authors is eminently unjust both to those who.-^c acquii’cment of language 
has been whollg- by laborious study, and to tho.se who have so patiently 
led them through the labyrinthine maze,? of our vermicular. 

The corps of instructors has recently been incre.ased by the addition of a teacher 
of drawing a!id the arts of design, l\lr. Peter Baumgras, of Washington, an 
accornpdi.shed artist, hns been engaged to till this position, and many of the pupils 
placed under his tuition already show decided talent. Deaf mutes have in nu¬ 
merous instances attained di.stinction a.s arti.sts, dc,signers, and engravers; and 
it is believed that tin; addition of the briiiich referred to will prove of lasting 
advantage to those whose natural ability may enable them to profit by the in¬ 
structions thus aftbrded. 

Improvements to the amount of about six hundred dollars have been made on 
the property of the institution within the year, including a convenient laundry 
and an additional school-room. The buildings arc in good repair, but it is vital 
to the continued prosperity of the institution that enlarged accommodations be 
provided. Every available foot of room is now occupied in dormitory, school¬ 
room, and dining hall; and yet there is reason to expect that in the year now 



current as many applications for admission will be received as in tlic year just 
past. 

In tliO history of every well-conducted institution there is a larger annual 
increase of numbers during the first ten years than in any subseqvieut decade. 
The reason of this will be apparent, when it is considered that but few leave an 
institution till after the scventli or eighth year of its existence. Then those that 
first entered usually complete their education. In every year thereafter the 
number admitted is about counterbalanced by those dismissed, and the maximum 
number only experiences an increase proportionate to the gradual growth of 
poptdation in the State or district for whose benefit the institution is sustained. 

in view of these facts, and when it is borne in mind that in the past two years 
our numbers have increased from tAventy-one to forty-one, and that but fcAV of 
those now with us will le.avo Avithin four years to come, the demand is, indeed, 
pressing for a further enlargement of buildings. 

The jiast season the male mutes have been employed, as far as possible, 
in hortierdture, .and though our grounds are sm.all the yield from the garden has 
been considerable. Tor the summer months our table AAaas almost entirely sup¬ 
plied Avith vegetables from this source, and a good crop of hay Avas secured from 
the laAvn. IMuch larger grounds might be cultiAaited by our boys, and the occu¬ 
pation Avould bo of great adv.antage to them. 

The necessity of introducing a mechanical department into our course of in¬ 
struction groAVS more and more jn-essing each month, and it is to bo hoped that 
some Avay may be devised during the coming year to meet this Avant.

REPORT OP THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 

To the president and directors of the Cohmhia Institution for the Instruction oj 
the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind. 

Genti.umen : The undersigned, members of the examining committee, ap¬ 
pointed by your authority, h.avc attended to the duty assigned them in visiting 
the institution on the day of its .second .antuial examination, Jiily 2, 1861. 

The AA'holc number of deaf mutes in the institution during the yiatr has betm 
thirty-one, of Avhom eightceii are males and thirh^eu females; a considerable 
portion of these aia; youth. 

The second, or youngest class, numbering seventeen pupils, consists of those 
Avho have been but one year, or less, in the institution. 'I’heir teacher is Mr. 
Melville Ballard, a gradAxatc of the higher class in the Hartford Institution, and 
for tAvo years a teacher in th.at institution, jnlor to his cmploymx'iit om^ year ago 
by the tnustecs of the Columbia Institution. The instruction of this class by 
him has been principally in reading and writing, Avith the employment, as a 
tcixt book, of Dr. I’eet’s Elementary Lessons. The examination of the class 
was chiefly in the Avriting of sentences or paragraphs, Avhich should cont.ain a 
Avord or treat upon a sixbjcct given them by their instructor, or should present 
their OAvn impressions on any theme of their oaa u choosing. The design of this 
exercise was to test their practic.al knoAvlcdge of the mc.aning and use of Avords, 
and of the force and connexion of sentences in consecuthm discourse. 

The committee Acere gratified at the manifest })roofs of the faithful and jicrso- 
vering toil of their instructor in the most difficult task of giving to the mind of 
the deaf mute its first impre.ssions as to the mode of rcceiA'ing and couA'cying 
ideas. 

The first, or adviinccd class, h.aA’c been taught by Jlr. James Denison, of 
Avhom handsome commendation Avas made at the former annual examination. 
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In tills class there arc fourteen pupils, consisting of two divisions; the first of 
which divisions comprises tliosc pupils who have been under instruction four 
years, and the second those who have been thus engaged for three years. The 
studies of the year for the second division have been Mrs. Barbauld’s Reading 
Lessons; arithmetic, through the subjects of addition and subtraction; Scripture 
les.son.s, and Kngli.sh composition and penmanship. The studies of the first 
division have been Lossing’s History of the United States; arithmetic, through 
tlie subjects of multiplication and division; penmanship and English compo¬ 
sition. 

In the examinations u])on these branches the committee were able to compare 
the progress of the pupils made during the last with that of the previous year. 
They were anew impressed with the tact and patience required in the teacher of 
deaf mutes, during tlie elementary education of his pupils, with the compara¬ 
tively slow progress, so trying to the teacher, which the deaf mute makes until 
the period when he has gained the elementary principles of learning, and with 
the tact that while some deaf mutes acquire information much more rapidly 
than others, yet, as among jnipils having all their faculties, patience in the 
teacher finally gives success with all. 

The class of hUnil consists of six juipils, three males and three females. 
Some of this class have been under instruction four years, others only two 
years. Their teacher during the past 3 mar has been Miss Mary T. G. Gordon. 

The studies of the j’car have been Parley’s School History; Uncle Philip’s 
Conversations on the Ili.stoiy of Virginia completed; Howe’s Geography; 
arithmetic, through the four rules of addition, subtraction, multiplication, and 
division; and vocal and instrumental music. The replies of the pitpils to ques¬ 
tion.? in ]ii.?tor 3 ', and their read 3 ' use of the t 3 -po slate.? in working out problems 
in arithmetic, indicated that jiriuciples r.alhcr than books had been their atud 3 ’-; 
and the zest ■with which oven the 3 'oungcst engaged in the musical performances 
gave fresh proof of the \-aluc of this part of education to the blind. 

The committee 'were able to compare the progress of the pupils in this depart¬ 
ment with that made last year, and the}" were gratified with the evidence that 
their new teacher possesses the qualities essential in her trying position. 

The committee wore, as last year, specially gratified with the neatness .and 
cn-der everywhere manifest in the school-room, the dining hall, and about the 
grounds and buildings. Made aware by their short experiei\c(i of the difficulty 
with ichich the impid.se.? of a deaf mute, without any training fi'om parents who 
ordinarily cannot communicate in the sign hanguage, c.an be curbed b}' a tcacber, 
they feel it a duty and pleasure again to commend the mingled gentleness and 
firmness entering into the discipline of the institution—characteristics so emi¬ 
nently blended in the principal. 

Your committee can but rc])eat the bope that, ■n hen the circumstances of the 
countiy m.ay justify it, this noble beginning of the great enterprise, undertaken 
at first b}" the bounty" of a single individual, may become not only an asylum 
for the few needy in the vicinity of lYashington, but ,a resort for higher instruc¬ 
tion of graduates from State institutions of kindred character. This high ideal 
hiiving been before the minds of the trustees from the first, it is hoped that it 
may not be .abandoned even during the present exigencies of the government. 

Specimens of the proficiency of the pupils in composition, the practical com- 
munic.ation of thought, arc .appended to this report a.? an index of their general 
progress.

nUGULATIONS. 

I. The academic year is divided into two terns, the first beginning on the 
second Thursday in September, and closing the 24th of December; the second 
beginning the 2d of January, and closing the first Wednesday in July. 

II. Tl>c vacations are from the 24t)i of December to the 2d of January, and 
from the first Wednesday in July to the second Thursday in So])tcmbor. 

III. There are holidays at Thanksgiving, at Easter, and the Eourth of July. 

IV. Tlie pupils may vi.sit their homes during the regular vacations and at the 
above-named holidays, but at no other times, unless for some special, urgent 
reason, and then only by permission of the superintendent. 

V. Tile bills for tlic mainten.ance and tuition of pupils supported by their 
friends must bo paid semi-annually in advance. 

VI. The charge for pay pupils is S150 each per annum. This sum 
covers all expenses except clothing. 

VII. The government of the United States dcfr.ays the expenses of those 
who reside in the District of Cohimhia, or whose jiarents .arc in the aiany or 
navy, provided they arc unable to p.ay for their education. 

VIII. The State of Maryland provides for the education in this institution 
of deaf mutes whoso parents are in poor circumstances, when the apjdicants 
arc under twenty-one years of age, h.avc been residents of the State for two 
yeans prior to the date of .apidieation, .and arc of good mental caiiacity. 

Persons in Maryl.and desiring to secure the benefit of the provisions above 
refen’od to are requested to address the superintendent of the institution. 

IX. It is expected that tin; friends of the pupils will provide them with 
clothing, and it is important that upon entering or returning to the institution 
they should he supidicd with a sufficient amount for an entire year. All cloth¬ 
ing should he plainly marked with the owner’s name. 

An exception to the above regulation is m.adc in the case of indigent pupils 
from IMaryland, who arc clotlied by the institution. 

X. All letters concerning pupils, or applic,ation8 for admission, should he 
addressed to the superiutendeut.
